1. CSCE. 

A. COVERAGE REMAINS EXTENSIVE, THOUGH WITHOUT 
SUBSTANTIVE COMMENTARY. ALL PRESS FRONT-PAGES 
BREZHNEV'S SPEECH (WITH NOTATION THAT SPEECH 
WAS FOLLOWED BY "STORMY, CONTINUING APPLAUSE") 

AND EVENING NATIONAL TV REPLAYED THE SPEECH IN ITS 
ENTIRETY. ATMOSPHERE PIECES BY ZHUKOV IN PRAVDA 
AND BOVIN IN IZVESTIYA HIT NEW HIGHS IN PRAISE FOR 
PERSONAL ROLE OF BREZHNEV. ZHUKOV PEICE CONSISTS 
LARGELY OF EXCERPTS TAKEN VERBATIM FROM BREZHNEV 
SPEECH, WITH WORDS OF PRAISE FROM HUSAK ON 
PERSONAL ROLE OF BREZHNEV ADDED. TRUDEAU IS ALSO 
QUOTED AS RECOGNIZING BREZHNEV S ROLE AS THE 
"INITIATOR" OF THE CONFERENCE. ZHUKOV MANAGES
